( o j A single application may bo presented by, ol on 
behalf of, any number of persons belonging to l no same 
eoai mine the payment of whose wages has been delayed 

Action hy the Authority 

18. The Authority may award compensation to the 
employed perbon in addition to ordering the payment of 
delayed wages or the refund of illegal deductions. 

If a malicious or vexatious complaint is made, the 
Authority may impose a penalty not exceeding 11s. 50 on 
the applicant and cider that it be paid to the employer. 

Appeal against the Authority 

19. An appeal in the prescribed form aganibt a direction 
made by the Authority may be preferred within HO days 
in Calcutta to the Court of Small Causes and elsewhere 
to the District Court — 

(a) by the employer if the total amount directed to 
be paid exceeds Rs. HOO; 

(b) by an employed person, if the total amount of 
wages withheld from him or his co-workers, 
exceeds Its. 50 ; 

(c) by a person directed lo pay a penalty lor a 
malicious or vexatious application. 

Punishments foi breaches of the Act 

20. Anyone delaying the payment of wrgas beyond the 
due date, or making any unauthorised deduction irom 
wages is liable to a fine upto Its. 500, but only it pro- 
secuted with the sanction of the Authority or the appellate 
Gourt
